IS TO ADJUST EXPENSE TO REVENUE 


‘The Florida-legislature began a 
20-day special sesion Saturday in 
response to a&:call from Governor 
Carlton. Representatives Lewis 
and Bass spent the week-end in 
Palm Beach county conferring 
with citizens on the matters that 
&re subjects of proposed legisla- 
tion. 

Calling for a spirit of co-opera- 
tlon among legislators during the 
special session, the governor said 
the whole problem is. “predicated 
‘on. the three principal faults of the 
tax -structure—considered faults 
because they affect the commerc- 
ial-standing of this state. The ov- 
erburdening of real estate is far 
Feathing in itself. It rot only de- 
stroys the most valuable commod- 
ity we possess but it likewise de- 
feats the collection of sufficient 
funds to operate the various duties 
placed on government. The exces- 
sive taxation of real estate works 
a complete harm, extending from 
City business property on down 
through the various classes to wild 
lands of which more than 7,000,- 
000 acres have left the tax books. 

"Thé common school situation 
demands attention and the indebt- 
edness of the political subdi 
Is a matter which makes soi 
tion mandatory. 


"The fact must first be accepted 
that Florida has little to tax. Un- 
like many of its sister states, it 
does not have industry to properly 
share the costs of government. It 
has property and people. 

“With these facts in mind, 
Problem reasons down to 

s of solution. They are: 
"A reduction in the state prop- 
erty tax rate made possible 
through the taxation of new 
Sources which are not now taxed 
and which should help to-bear pub- 
lic expense; the placement of def- 
inite dnd additional funds for the 
‘operation of the common schools; 
a reallocation of that part of the 
gusoli?* tax revenue going to 
Counties to apply on bonded debts 
and the complete and fair enforce- 
ment of the general property tax 
in the counties. 

"To make possible a reduction 
in state tax rate, it is suggested | 
to tax several new sources, includ- 
ing a nominal tax on kerosene, x 
Percentage tax on electric power, 
Eus, telephones and telegraphs 
municipa! plants not excluded, ani 
an Increase in occupational license 
rates.
